TE, that is, God, of whom we have 
expreſs mention in the 8th Verſe of 
this Chapter, 1 would ſeek unto God , 
faith Eliphaz to fob, and unto God world 
A 2 
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I commit my cauſe, and then, having {po- 
ken very great things of Ged in the! 9,10, 
and 11 Ve erſes, he goeth on to {et forth 
his Praiſe, in theſe Words of my Text; 
He diſappointeth the devices of the crafty. 
XC. | 

The word, which we here r ender craf- 
ty, is usd 1n a double lſenle 1n Scripture, 
ſometimes in a good, but moſt commonly 
ina bad one. In the-12th Chap. of Prov. 
v. 23. and 1n other places of that Book it 
is Tranſlated prudent : but generally it 
{tands to denote ſuch as are wickedly cun- 
ming ; as in the 83d P/al. v. the 3d, They 
have taken crafty counſel againſt thy People; 
wickedly crafty no doubt, ſince it was a- 
gainlt the People of God : and 1n the 
ſame ſenſe you may meet with it, in 1e- 
veral other places of Holy Writ. And 
that this ſenſe, tho' a very bad one, be- 


longs to the crafty i in my Text, ſeems to 


me "to be very plain from their being 
repreſented there as Enemies to God, 
As tuch whole devices he would diſap- 

point ; 
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point. And, in this opinion I am far- 
ther confirm'd by the Vulear Latin, which 
renders 'the Word; which we here Tran 
flate crafty, * wicked or malicious. * Xaligni 
- This then I take to be the meaning of 
my Text, that,,with how much art and 
ſubtiity ſoever wicked Men may lay their 
plots and ill deſigns,there is a God, who 
both can; and frequently doth diſappoint 
and baffle them, make them vain, and of 
none effect. 1/4. 3h 
That God can. do this will be deny d 
by none who Believe a God, an Omanilci- 
ent and Omnipotent God ; and that he 
actually doth it, by none that own his 
Providence ; and I hope I tpeak to tuch 
only at preſent, as do both. TI ſhail not 
therefore {| pend any time needletly, 1 
the proof of a truth, which I look Ack 
here as granted; but immediately pro-- 
ceed to make the beit uſe and improve-. 
ment I can of it, with reſpect to the de-- 
112n of our preſent Meeting.

Men, whach we this 
Commemorate. And then . 
Thirdly and Laſtly,conclude with ſome 
Practical Inferences from the Whole. 
Firfl. F am to ſhow how, and in what 
cales we may reatonably ſuppole the d11- 
appointments of crafty Mens devices to 
be from God ; from him I mean, not as 
the common effects of his Ordinary Pro- 
vidence, for in this {enle all events what- 
loever muſk neceſlarily be acknowledg'd 
to come from him : but as the Extraor- 
dinary Effects of his particular and ſpe- 
clal- Providence, as his own more 1mme- 


diate and proper doing. And here ] ſhall 
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not inſiſt upon thoſe which are plainly 


Miraculous, that 1s, either above or con» 
trary to Nature, becauſe thele are allow'd 
onall hands to belong to God;but on {uch 
only, as either vilibly are the immediate 
effects of Natural Caules, or at leaſt are 


gapable of being aſcrib'd to them: and 


being 1o, make it difficult to determine , 
when they are, or are not the effects of 
nature, when of nature proceeding an her 
common courle, and when of nature, mim 
a more than uſual manner, influenc'd and: 
directed by God. Now though | it 18 ab-- 
folutely wnpoſſible,, in ſuch a nice caſe 
as this, full of perplexity and variety, to 
lay down fuch perfect and exact Rules, 
as ſhall clearly and eftectually reach and 
decide all queſtions about this matter : 
yet we may certainly go a great way to- 
wards it, if we heedfully obferve thele- 
which follow: 

Frrſt then,. when a diſappointment: 
ſhall be brought about, in a way, though: 
not miraculous, yet evidently ſtrang Je, 
ſurpri--

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{urprizing and unuſual, weought in rea- 


{on to place this to God's account. Thus, 


for example, when thole Very means by 


which crafty Men intend to accompliſh 


their deſigns, {hall defeat and blaſt them: 


when tholt "A that are engag'd ina bad caule, 
ſhall all on a ſudden be {truck with a.pa+ 
nick fear, and forlake the defence of it; 


when a confiderable number of Confpi- 
ators , all Men of art and: contriyance, 
ſhall neglect to make provfion: againſt 
their Dilcovery, in tome very plain and 
obvious caſe, and- thereby tpoil their 


whole Plot: when a man, of notorioully 


lewd and chad principle 's, ſhall in an 
inſtant become {crupulous, and. think 
himſelf oblig 'd in Conlcience to reveal 
his ungodly devices, and his accomplices 
in them, and by lo doing deſtroy a very 
hopefal deſig a. In theſe: and many other

itances in Hiſtory, I dare appeal to any 
man of ſenſe, whither 1t is not more a- 


ereeable to reaſon to. aſcribe fuch. dilap-

14 


of the wicked upſide down : by whom f/inners os 


are made afraid, and Hypocrites furpriz'd ii. 33.

and who turneth the heart of Man which *- 


way ſoever he pleaſeth than merely becauſe 
there 1s a Simple poſlibility, not a Mo- 
ral one, of their being the eventsof natu- 
ral chance, to force them upon her. 


Secondly. The Hand of God 1s appa- 
rently vilible in thoſe Difa ppointments, 
which involve Men either in thoſe ver 
Miſchiefs, which they had prepared for 
others , or at leaſt in others , for their 
griev ould and orenels ot unlike 


then As when Maxent:75 not only : Euſeb. 
fail'd of his deſign againſt Conſtautines 7 Hilo. 
Lite, but periſh d by that very lame de-©* * 


ceitful Bridge, which he had laid forhim:; 
as when a Darcel of bale and inhuman 


Traytours, that Plot and Contrive how

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they may take away their Prince's Life , 
not only are defeated in their Purpoſes, 
but are br ought to a Icandalous and mi- 
ſerabke end ti thanidly es; This plainly 
lcems to be the doing of kim, who delights 
"7.25 to recomperſe Men according to their deeds. 

and to make the Miſchief of the Wicked 
7.15, Yeturu upon their own heads, and their 210- 
lent dealings come down 10 their Wn 
Pares. 


Chirdly. When the Devices of wicked 
Men ſhall Inckily meet with a difap- 
pointment, juſt at that very time, when 
they are ripe and ready for execution, this 
is another very probable {1gn of its being 
Judit. from God. For he 1s a God of the aſiicted 
'* an helper of the oppreſſed, au upholder of the 
weak,a Protefor of the forlorn, a Saviour of 
 fuch as are without hope. He can indeed,if 
he thinks fit, confound and baffle Mens de- 
Vvices,even 1n the very beginning of them: 
but he ſeems oftentimes to ſuffer them to 
thrive and proſper for a while, purely for 
this 
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this end, that he may daſh them, in the 
very CL rica] moment, when they think 
themſelves infall;bly Gon of their en- 
terprize: and by adminiſtring ſuch wile 
and icaſonable relief to his ſervants, take 
away from them even all pretences of aſ: 
cribing it to blind and undefigning 
cluince:

Fourthly. When good Men, at ths Ve- 

- I time of their Praying for thin Ene- 
mies diſappointment , ſhall obtain their 
delire; there can be no doubt then who 
it 1s that grants it. Thus when the Ene- 
mies of T'heody/115 were dilappointed in _ 
their Detigns of routing him 1ntirely, by a_ 
a Tempeſtuous Wind; which aroſe im- .xxy, 
mediately, upon his ſupplicating God for 

| Aid, and fought lo ſtrongly againſt his 

| Enemies, as to change the Fa: ace of the 

Day, and give him, who but juſt before 

was declining apace, at firſt an eminent 

Advantage, and at laſt a Compleat Victo- 

ry over his Enemies: To what caule ſhall

we aſcribe this Dilappointment ? Shall 
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we lay, 


that Fortune heard his Prayer , 


and came to his Relief 2 alas! the 1s deaf 
and cannot hear, or, it the could, cannot 
haſten her pace one jot. Or ſhall we lay, 


that ſhe luckily happen'd to come, with- 
out deſjen, juſt as he was Praying, and fo 
made her deliverance look "hy an An- 
{wer to his Prayers? this 1s highly im- 
probable ; ; but it is more than probable,

unto him, and can make even Winds and 


Storms fulfil his Word.

# Pha ar' accidents ſhall as 1t were, con- 
{pire to begin, carry on, and at laſt Ccon- 
fummate any notable diſappointment, 4s 


F/ter.c. 1n the caſe of Haman, who was defeated

in his purpoſes againſt Mordecai and the 
Jews, by many ſtrange and unaccounta- 
ble accidents meeting together , as you 
may read in his Story; in {ſuch a caſe 


there 
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there ſeems to be too much art and con- 
trivance for Fortune to lay a Claim or 
Title to. She may indeed poſſibly, now 
and then, by the caſual concurrence of 
two or thr ce happy accidents, get the 
praiſe of a lucky hit ; but, that the ſhould 
bring any long train of accidents toge- 
ther, which ſhall all terve to promote —_ 
far ther the ſame end, 1s very hard to be 
beltev'd by us, who know her variablene!s 
and uncertainty. And to whom then can 
{uch diſappointments as thele be attribu- 
ted 2 To whom, but him, who has the 
Management ad Super intendency of all 
Accidents and therefore can Connect and 
Range chow together in ſuch an uictal 
order, that, for a conſiderable time toge-- 
ther, they ſhall all, without interruption, 

be ſobordinate and helpful to each o0- 


ther. 


But I forbear being too particular,lealt 
I ſhould be tedious.

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Wo aftly then , let it tuthice to oblerve , 
once for all, that when-ever there are a 
nv extraordinary inſtances of Power, 
Wiſdom and Goodnels, viiible in the dis. 

appointments of Wicked Mens Defigns, 
taey ought then to be look'd upon, as 
God's ſpecial doing. For where {hall we 
expect to {ce God, Tf not there, where his 
Attributes appear 1n a more than ordina- 
ry Luſtre and Brightneſs, and do, as it 
were, call us to bale 2 W biene {hall we ac- 
knowledge his {pecial and immediate pre- 
{ence, Fe not there, where we cannot, with- 
out a manitelt contempt of his honour , 
deny 1t ? 

When therefore any Plot or Deſign , 
that has been laid with all the Art and 
Contrivance of Human Policy, and for- 
tiy'd with all the Power of Human 
Strength, to that it ſeems to Men Infalli- 
ble, and ablolutely —_— of being de- 
Fated, ſhall, after all, miſcarry,and come 
to nothing ; : then are we in reaſon bound 
to ſay, Behold he that is Mzzhty 7% 
ſtrength 
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freagth aud 1 rjedom hath done this, yee, 3” 55 
the Arm of him, to whom Putver bel: a Fra 67. 
eth, and the Condi of him, who zs Un- Þiv. 8, 
derſtanitaz, hath brought it to pals. + 
And to the lame Hhithour ought we 
toaicribe thole diſappointments, by whicin 
any very {ignal and eminent good is ob- 
tain'd;as the relerf of the oppreſſed,the heljp- 
ng them to right that ſuſſer wronr, the pre- 
ſer vation of the publick Peace of a Nati- 
on, the ſaving a whole Kingdom from 
ruine and the like. Thele are great and . 
noble ends, worthy the care and Pro- 
vidence of God, and moreover 1uch as, 
he himlelf has afar us, he delights to 
" fartherandpromote. And therefiies there 
can be no doubt, but that, when dilap- 
pointments evidently tend to ſuch ends 
as theſe, God has more then a little ſhare 
inthe management and ordering of them.

But there are three caſes more elpec1al- 
ly, in which we ſhould be very careful 


to give God the glory of the diſappoint- 


men.

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ment of wicked Mens devices, and thole 
are, when they are levell'd againſt his 
Church, his Anointed, and his peculiar 
Peopie.. He has 1o frequently, both 1n 
words and achons, declar'd himſelf to be 
in an eſpecial and extraordinary manner, 
the Protector and Guardian of theſe, 

that we cannot without Impiety {uppole 


any weapon. form'd againlt them ſhould 


be 'made unproſ{perous, without his par- 
ticular direchon; we cannot without a 
kind of Sacrilege, aicrib2 the good that 
befalls thele, to any other caule, than that 


Providence, which 1s always watching 


over them — their Good. 

Thele are all the ſignes, that T can at 
preſent think off, whereby we may know 
the diſappointments of crafty Mens De- 


vices to be from God. And, by the help 


of theſe, I hope I ſhall find it an caſie 


matter, 


Secondly. To make you ſenſible how 
eminently God's hand appear'd in thole 
Deltve- 


£* 
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Deliverancesof this Nation, from the De- 
vices of crafty Men, which we this day 
Commemorate. Deliverances I fay, for 
they are double ; our Ears have been 
pleas'd with the Story of the one, and our _ 
Eyes blefs'd with the Sight of the other, 

and even at this day we feet anden joy the 
happy ettects of both. Happy effects 1n- 
deed | even our Laws, our Liberties, our 
Properties, our Lives, and, what is ſtill a- 
bundantly dearer to us, than all theſe,our 
Religion: 

If we look back to the days of old, 
what a glorious and ſurprrzing fcene of 
Providence may we there view. Have not 
our Fathers told us, what, a crafty race 
of Men, crafty even 1n the worft of tenles, 
conſpir d at once both againlt them and 


God: againſt God's People, againſt God's 


Anointed, againſt God's Religion; EE 


gainſt their Lives and Fortunes, againſt 
their Prince and Government, againſt 
their way of Worſhip and Salvation : ? 
H ave _ not told us, how cunningly

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and how {ecretly their enemies hid their 
Plot in the dark caverns of the Farth, 

how ſuccelsfully they throve in it, for a 
long time,and how near they brought it 
40) tion: -how little,in the mean "while 
they themſelves drown of their danger, 

and how unable they were to prev oats” it * > 
Have they not told us all this ? Yes, and, 

to our comfort, a great deal more : They 
have told us, how their God, in whom 
they trulted, came ſuddenly and {ealona- 
bly to their relief: what a wonderful and 
unexpected accident he ſent, not many 
days before that on which they were de- 
in d for flaughter, to inform them of 
the danger they were 1n,and to warn them: 
to provide againlt it : How witely and 
how powerfully he defeated all the Deep- 
laid and Infallible Contrivances, as they 
then no doubt thought them who had the 
Bleſſings of Infallibility upon them, of his 
and their Enemies: How juſtly he re- 
torted the miſcheifs, they had defign'd 
for his People, upon their own heads: and

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How gloriouſly hepreſerv'dhisTruth and 


harmed from becomingaprey to Ido- 
| latrous and Blood-thirity Men, and 1uf- 

fered not his Heritage to be brought to 
confuſion. And, from theſe remarkable 
circumſtances of their deliverance, they 
have wiſely and pioully-infer'd that i it was 
the Lord's doing,and Religiouſly devoted 
this day to his Ser view an argument not 
only of their {enle of.his goodnels,but al- 
{o of their thankfulnels for it. 

But we need not go lo far backwards,to 
behold God Rretching out his Arm So 
our deliverance. We may all remember, 
and certainly we ſhall never forget it! 
how very lately the wicked off-ſpring of 
the lame race ofcrafty Men,whom I men- 
 tion'd before(whoſe cuſtom it 1s tooblerve 
our S$aviour's commands by halves,and to 
put on the cuunzng of the Serpent, without 
the /;12cency of the Dove, were induſtriouſ- 
ly contriving our ruine. Not ſo ſecretly 
indeed as the others, but no leſs dangeroul- 


ly,becauie their openneſs had Power and

Authority to ſupport 1 it. Nay, fo far had 
they prevail'd in their deſigns, that they 
had more than began to prophanc and de- 

file God's Sanfuary, more than began to 
pillage and oppreſs his People.But 1 love not 
to repeat ſuch Melancholy Truths ; It 1s 
enough to ſay ourcaſe was bad,and, as we 
then thought, deſperate ; but he, whole 
thoughts are not as our thoughts,d1d not think 


40; and happy was it for us that he did 


not. He ſaw and had compaſſton on our 
tears,law in what need we ftood of a De- 
liverer,and he immediately became one to 
US. And that we might, even from the be- 
g1nning of our-Delrverance,know it to be 
from him,he began 1t, with an Happy O- 
men, on this very Day, on which he had 
done fuch wonderful things for our Fore-fa- 
thers in times paſt.Nor did it want other 
marks of being his: It was commenc'd, 

carry'd on ind: perfected in Wonders, his 


Enemies courage forſaking them, unac- 


., countable fears laying hold on them, and 


'* making them to flagger like drunken M en, 
and

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and to be at their Wits end: It came inJudg- 
ment to make his enemies feel thole evils 
which they had not only threatn'd, but in 
part executed againlt others : It came in 
leaton,when they began to Lord zt over his 
heritage,with an high hand:It cameo an- 
{wer the earneſt cries and 1importunities 
of his Servants : It came attended with a 
mighty concurrence of lucky accidents , 
and,in a word,it came with ſuch extraor- 
dinary power, wiſdom and goodneſs, ty pull 
down the ſtrong holds of the wicked, to turn 
all their craft into fooliſhnets, and topre- 
ſerve and {ecure the true Religion, and 
the true ſervants of it, that we have no 
Room to doubt, from whence 1t came. 
Oh ! Blefled Day, which God himſelf 
has marked with double Charafters of Joy ! 
We may now vie with our Fore-fathers, 
for inſtances of the D:vine favour aud Pro- 
teftron, and hope that we are not worle, 
than they were, becauſe we have not far'd 
worle. It is indeed a marvellous Love , 
wherew:ith God has loved us. Oh let us

itudy how we may repay 1t,inactsof Duty 
and Obedience. But this advice will more 
properly belong to my 

Third Head, under which T now come 
to make tome praflical i znferences from the 
whole. And, Isit then manifelt that the 
great,and wile and good God, who beholds 
and over-rules all the moſt ſecret Counſels of 
the crafiy,has,in a moſt illuſtrious manner, 
twice even on the ſame day,.defeated and 
confounded all the promiſing and hopeful 
devices of our enemies againſt us? Me- 
—_ the conſideration of this ſhould, 

1. Dilcourage them from attempting 
usany more. W hen they ſee the Providence 
of God 1b zealouſly engag'don our behalf, 
it 15 not greater W!C kedneſs, than it 1s folly, 
to fight againlt it ; for there 1s no wi/dom, 
nor underflanding, nor counſel, | may lately 
add, nor power againſt the Lord. They 
can never prevail againſt us without his 
leave:and he has hitherto g1ven them but 
very {mall ground to hope that they ſha!l 
obtain 1t ; So far has he been from /hn:+7

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m_ their Counſels, that he has ſhow'd his 
d:1ſpleaſure and djlike sf them, in repeated 
d:iJappointments,thereby plainlyforbidding

God,] fay,who hath already given us ſuch 
glorious and happy taſts and earneſts,not 
only of his Ability, but alſo of his readi- 
neſs and willingneſs to help us. What, 
tho' our cafe, to Human tight, ſeem dark 
and melancholy,tho' our enemies lay cloſe 
liege to us, and their devices, appear to be 
contriv'd with fo much art and cunning , 
and ſupported with ſo much ſtrength and 
power, that they can hardly poflibly fail 
of ſucceſs ; Muſt we Deſpair becauſe of 
this, Why 1o ? Ought we not rather to 
Argue thus with our ſelves? Were we 
never 
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never before 1n as bad a caſe? Were we ne- 
ver reduc'd to ſuch ftraits before? Andwho 
then deliver dus out of them 2W ho indeed 
but he whole arm 15 1till as long as ever , 
whoſe power and w#ll to fave is ſtill the 
- Afatne. Let us not fear then, neither be di/- 
may'd, but in our greateſt dangers {till con- 
fide in him that hath redeewd us,and fay,
